of life and the goodness of goodness; thus alone does one again enter into the 
radiant mystery of childhood. 


Michael Faicless tells the story of an under-privileged child living in a 
dejected part of the city who close by listened silently, thrilled with the music 
of a hand-organ. He lifted his lips to be kissed by the rough old organ grinder, 
who swore at the child and struck him, driving the little lad away in terror. 
Shortly thereafter, the organ grinder was badly injured and lay for weeks in 
the hospital, haunted by the memory of the up-turned face of the little one 
who tried to kiss him. On his recovery, he returned to the spot where the child 
had stood and there he played the old tunes that might lure him back. The 


boy never returned, but the organ grinder, continuing his fruitless search, was 


transformed. He became gentle and kindly and tender, and the author says 
of him, “‘He saw the face of a little child and looked on God.” |

“Christmas in Wartime” is the 
title of a bulletin prepared by the 
Children’s Commission of the De- 
partment of Christian Education, 


-with suggestions for both parents 


and Church School teachers. This 
article is a summary of some of 
the ideas in the bulletin. 
Christmas, 1942, will be differ- 
ent in many ways from previous 


Christmas seasons, but its mes- 


is the same eternal message 
of God’s love for mankind. The 
Incarnation reminds us again that 
Our Lord came not for one race 
or nation, but for the whole world. 
Christians throughout the world 


will be united in spirit at this sea- 


son. Let us use every means to 
help children feel this same bond 
of unity.

When you 
sing the carols, mention the coun- 
try from which the carol came.

The regulation of the affairs of 
the Sanctuary belongs to the 
clergy. Decisions are thew re- 
sponsibility. This thought is some- 
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times a very comforting one to the 
Guild member—the mind may be 
freed for the devout carrying on 
of the work, even if one doesn’t 
quite approve arrangements. 

It is scarcely seventy-five years 
ago that Altar Guilds were first 
heard of. Since then they have 
rapidly become almost universal, 
as the clergy have been increas- 
ingly expected to spend much 
time serving on boards and com- 


mittees for every civic and phil-- 


anthropic cause. A group of those 
“meet and apt,” to be depended 
upon for the immaculate care of 
all pertaining to the Altar, to see 
that proper preparation for serv- 
ices, as directed, is made well in 
advance, is a great blessing to a 
Rector. Conversely, a contentious, 
irresponsible Guild is a thorn in 
the flesh ! 

The work of Altar Guilds is 
highly specialized, and at the same 
time very diversified. A certain 
knowledge of the Church’s cus- 
toms and ritual, many sorts of 
cleaning, fine laundering, a trained 
judgment in decorating, sewi 
and embroidery of very varie 
skills. It is work which takes 
much time in the doing. It has 
been said that Altar Guild women 
often do not enter into the larger, 
more important works of the 
Church ; an inference that the out- 
look is narrow. Well, the Church 
women who are active in militant 
causes doubtless know that their 
strength is gotten at the Altar. We 
who spend our strength in the 
care of the Altar feel that we 
share in the works of those others. 

Attention to duties of one kind 
or another must be constant, but 
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usually work is done in small 
groups of two or three people at 
the Church, with much accom- 
plished by individuals at home, 
and occasional business meetings. 
There is not that impetus or “lift” 
given by large group work, or by 
the enthusiasm for some urgent 
catsse of the moment. 

Here the Diocesan Altar Guild 
enters the picture and fills a very 
real need. A most ‘satisfying fea- 
ture of these Guilds is the meeting 
together and consultation of the 
“technical specialists” from vari- 
ous Parishes. It is lovely to see 
the helpful comradeship of those 
who work in rather lonely ways, 
the growing grasp of an applica- 
tion of “in essentials unity, in non- 
essentials variety, in all things 
charity !”

Thirty- 
three such Guilds now exist — 
largely founded within the past 
twenty years, though the New 
York Altar Guild and several oth- 
ers are much older. These Guilds 
are not a part of any other organ- 
ization. Their strong and useful, 
though varied, development is 
probably due to the fact that— 
under the sanction of their Bish- 
ops — they are organized and di- 
rected by groups of Altar workers 
themselves, representing a num- 
ber of Parishes. Parish Guilds 
are not in any sense “branches” 
of the Diocesan Guild. The Parish 
Guild takes part, when each sees 
fit, in work which is brought to 
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the attention of the Diocesan 
Guild. The Parish Guild takes 
part, when each sees fit, in work 
which is brought to the attention 
of the Diocesan Guild, and takes 
advantage, as it wishes, of any- 
thing — the Diocesan Gui 

has to offer. 

At a meeting of the Diocesan 
Guilds, in 1926, a National Com- 
mittee was appointed. This Com- 
mittee arranges for a conference 
and an exhibit in connection with 
General Convention, and acts as a 
center of information. Its present 
chairman is Miss Harriet P. Bron- 
son, 123 Waverley Place, New 
York City. 

The Altar Guild of the Diocese 
of California wants your coopera- 
tion.

You Can Afford Religion 


By a LAYMAN 


_ You can afford religion. In fact, 
cannot afford to be without it. 
n these times of stréss and con- 
flict, when the news tells us how 
hard life is to maintain and how 
easy to lose, we wonder about both 
the now and the hereafter. 
’ There probably was a time when 
you went to Church regularly, and 
something happened that caused 
you to feel that your purse-strings 
could not afford to keep up with 
other and wealthier members of the 
parish. You would worship at 
home. | 
It was natural for you to feel 
that way. But you cannot worship 
as well at home, without the aid of 
your minister’s advice and ser- 
mons, which he has taken years of 
study to bring to you. A doctor 
never doctors himself or his fam- 


ily; a lawyer rarely acts as his own 
lawyer, for he knows he would - 


have a fool for a client. Yet, we 
think we can be our own ministers 
without the seven years of study 


_ and preparation required. 


A Negro parson once told his 
congregation that religion was as 
free as the air we breathe, the light 
we see, and the water we drink. 
When the alms-basin was about to 
be passed, a member of the congre- 
gation rose and said, “Parson, I 
thought you said religion was as 
free as the water we drink.” The 
person answered, “It is, but we 
have to pay for the piping.” 
Remember that ministers are the 
lowest paid of all professional men, 
although their preparation is as 
long and as thorough as a doctor’s. 

There was a sick woman about 
whom the neighbors cared little. 
A minister heard of her illness, and 
after his Visit with her he sum- 
moned a doctor, who brought her 
back to health. When she was well, 
she changed her mind about reli- 
gion and became an active member 
of the Church. One day, she heard 
of a sick friend who was in need 
and she helped her. When her 
friend was well, she offered to re- 
pay her for her kindness, but she 
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would not accept the money. Re- 
member that one cannot spill per- 
fume without getting some of it on 
one. 

In other words, by doing good, 
you cannot help but retain some of 
the good. And when people congre- 
gate in worship and fellowship, 
there is a sense of unity, a feeling of 
warmth and security, expressed in 
kind and lovely faces, with the un- 
derstanding of brotherly love that 
only religion can give. Therefore, 
again I say that we cannot afford to 
be without religion, regardless of 
the cost. 

In order to obtain the real joy re- 
ligion has to offer, you must work 
for it. There are people with hob- 
bies. A hobby may be a vocation 
whereby after your daily work you 
can work for God. Housewives 
can bake cakes, crochet, knit, hold 
socials and card parties, make 
candy, sell magazine subscriptions. 
Boys can cut lawns and run er- 
rands. Girls can take care of chil-

dren in evenings. The profits from 
these hobbies can very well go to 
the Church. Many people share 
their commissions with the 
Church : a barber who cuts hair for 
his Building Fund, a man who sells 
suits and when they are sold 
through the Church gives half of 
his commission, a woman who 
shares her commissions on cosmet- 
ics, a man who gives part of his in- 
surance commissions. 

Therefore, I say again that you 
can afford religion. Regardless of 
age or ability, if you dedicate your 
work and hobbies to God, you can 


_further God’s work through the 


Church. It brings you joy to know 
that you are doing your share in 
God’s Kingdom, and on Sunday 
you can place your envelope in the 
alms-basin with a feeling that only 
you can explain—for you have 
earned your gift for God by your 
own vocation, with joy and dedica-

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A Letter for Home 


[The Pactric CHurcHMAN for October carried a story called 
Letters From Home, telling the experiences of St. Mark’s, Berkeley, 
people in writing to their boys in the armed forces. This is a letter 
for home, written by a vestryman of St. Luke’s, San Francisco, from 
an Army Field in Virginia to the Parish, and read to them at a Parish 
dinner meeting. It spéaks to all of us at home.] 


“To the People of St. Luke's 
Parish: 

“It is a great privilege to be 
writing you in the knowledge that 
my message will reach you. I have 
a letter from our mutually beloved 
friend, the Rector, John Leffler, 
in which he intimated a note of 
this sort might reach you. I greatly 
regret, naturally, that it isn’t pos- 
sible to write many of you indi- 
vidually. Very many of you stand 
out in my mind as I write. I can 
think of the Sunday mornings 
when I looked forward to meeting 

u at the door of the Church and 

elping you to your seats, which 
many of you had occupied even 
before I was born. But you were 
cious, and my affiliation with 

t. Luke’s couldn’t have been 


happier. 


“I swell with pride in the reali- 


zation that I’ve been one of your 


vestrymen this past year, much of 
which has been in absentia. It was — 
especially gratifying that my res- 
ignation was declined. I am ‘on 
leave of absence’ from St. Luke’s 
in another way than that, too. For 
you may be sure that if things de- 
velop so that I am back in San 
Francisco when the war is over, 
I will be back on the job at St. 
Luke’s. 


“Right now, I am trying to help 
win this war. I fear that my con- 
tribution will be slight. But I'll 
do my best, and am already asso- 
ciated with the group where I 
wanted to be -—-and where appa- 
rently the Army thought I was 
best qualified. 
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“This is a beautiful spot—quite 
like California — and it is gener- 
ally conceded one of the best in 
the East, in view of the fact that 
it is a regular Army field, not one 
hastily thrown together in this 
present emergency. The hundred 
of us who came from Fort Dix, 
New Jersey, last week are very 
fortunate to have been shipped 
here, rather than to a colder cli- 
mate. We are on just about the 
same meridian as Francisco. 

“I expect to be here for the 
eight weeks’ basic training, and 
should be very happy to hear from 
any of you who might have a 
moment to write a soldier boy. I 
miss San Francisco dreadfully, as 
‘any of you who have been away 
from it for a while can appreciate. 
But I join you in your prayers for 
a quick and complete peace. The 
Church stands for permanence 
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and for future security in today’s 
mess. You in civilian life will have 
to redouble your efforts to com- 
pensate for those of us ‘on leave of 
absence’ from St. Luke’s Parish. 
That will mean contributions of 
greater time and funds; for we 
will be back, with God’s grace, to 
take up again where we left off, 
and we anticipate it with the as- 
surance that in our absence our 
good friends will have built things 
up beyond even our fondest ex- 
tions. 

“I want to express to all of you 
the deep gratitude I feel for 
everything you did to make things 
so fine for me while I was asso- 
ciated with you, and assure you 
that this note carries all good

for men in service any books, the 
use of which is primarily intended 
for children or women. No Tom 
Swift, Rover Boys, etc., and no 
women’s love stories, we can not 
use books by Ethel M. Dell, Alice 
Grant Rosman, Kathleen Norris, - 
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Faith Baldwin, Elinor Glyn, Tem- 
ple Bailey, etc. 

(3) Of the grade and high 
school text-book material we can 
use books on mathematics (alge- 
bra; plane solid and spherical 
geometry, trigonometry, and cal- 
culus), language books and read- 
ers, French, Spanish, Italian and 
German, and language diction- 
aries, including English. Also up- 
to-date text-books (published dur- 
ing the last five years), especially 
in the fields of physics, chemistry, 
science, etc., are very useful. 

(4) ge of well-known 
people good poetry we can 
always use. 


(5) We do not find useful the 
works of authors that were pop- 
ular thirty, forty and fifty years 

(examples—F. Marion Craw- 
ford, Archibald Marshall, Bul- 
wer-Lytton, etc.). 

In giving a book consider the 
appeal that book will have to a 
man. Ask the question: Is this a 
book which a man would find in- 
teresting and would thoroughly 
enjoy? fi in doubt, ask a man how 
a certain book in question appeals 
to him.

_Let’s give them, also, along with 
their “bacon, beans and bullets,” 
good books to make their hours of 
recreation and relaxation more 
enjoyable and refreshing.”

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A Church Seventy-five Years Old 
in Belmont 
By Marcia BRAINARD WHIPPLE 


_ The background of the Belmont 
Church of. the Good Shepherd is 
colorful and romantic. The church 
is now celebrating its 75th anni- 
versary. Behind it is the great 
Rancho de las Pulgas, a cattle re- 
_ serve. The Senor Mazes, original 

patentee of the land around the 
church, looked to the picturesque 
hills back of the town as a reminder 
of his old home in the Spanish 
Pyrenees, He constructed a pala- 
tial home and imported the olive 
trees, still living and ornamenting 
Fairway Drive. Before the church 
was thought of, colorful fiestas 
were held, and Spanish royalists, 
highborn grandees, lived their gay 
lives, while. the hoofbeats of the 
pintos and the laughter of the sen- 
oritas and caballeros echoed 
through the hills and under the 
cypress trees which were to form 
_a background for the little church. 
This was in 1850, and it was sev- 

enteert years later that the Rev. 
L. H. Brewer came out from the 
famous “Mariners’ Church’’ in 


Detroit to San Mateo and thence 
down to Belmont, to open a Sunday 
School. Three years later, John 


-‘Schmall gave fifty feet of land on 


El Camino Real, now the old 
County Road, for the building of 
a church. The Johnsons, the Ham- 


' mersons, the Yankes, the Rowells, 


the Van Courts, Barres, Youngs, 
and Emmetts contributed money, 
and the church was built, with the 
hills of Belle Monti, the romance 
of Spanish days, and the farms of 
1860 around it. It fronted on the 
King’s Highway, laid out by the 
early Padres, with their mustard 


seed. Behind it also was the man- © 


sion which Ralston built on the 
Crystal Springs Road. Ralston, in 


his magnificence, commuting to 


San Francisco in his carriage 
drawn by his eight blooded horses, 
helped build the Belmont Church 
of the Good Shepherd. So also did 
the Pullmans, whose home still 
stands on the Canyon Road, the 
Rosses, the Hacquettes, and the 
Sharons. It was everyone’s church. 
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All contributed to its building and 


maintenance. 

In old homes in Belmont are still 
to be found old prints of the 
church, half hidden by eucalyptus 
trees, with rows of children 
grouped in front. Names of mo- 


‘ment in that time were the Rev. 


Cutting and Charles Gardiner, 


‘ chaplain at Stanford. First mar- 


riages, bazaars, and Christmas trees 
all centered around the church. 
Hannah Schmall was the church 
organist. It was she who organ- 
ized singing classes and gave enter- 


-tainments for the Church of the 


Good Shepherd. She had:‘on her 
programs the Belmont Band, Alice 
Emmett, Henry Hull, Rebecca and 
Ella Reed, Mamie Hull, M. J. 
O’Neil, Willie O’Neil, Ora New- 
hall, George Phillips, and Lena 
Herbst. It was this same Hannah 
Schmall, later Mrs. Schaberg, who, 
in memory of her father who gave 
the first land.to the church, pre- 
sented to the Belmont church 
money for the building of the pres- 
ent plant—church, hall, and vicar- 
age—on Fifth Avenue. In 1935 the 
first church building had been 
moved from its original site on the 
east side of the tracks to its pres- 
ent location. With the change of 
location came the church’s beau- 
tiful window of stained glass. The 


window of the Good Shepherd is» 


the work of Thomas Hammerson, 
a glass worker and father of the 
present Mrs. Frank Cowden of 
Sixth Avenue, Belmont. The bell 
in the tower was purchased by Al- 
fred Hammerson, and with him at 
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the time of purchase, was the small 
Tom. It was Lillie Hammerson, 
aunt of Mrs. Cowden, who was 
married to Charles Lambert; now 
of Redwood City, in the old church 
on the Old County Road. Theirs 
was one of the first marriages an 
formed in the church. 

The Belmont Church of the Good 
Shepherd, standing on Fifth Ave- 
nue, surrounded by trees of the old 
Jewett estate, is beautiful on this, 
its 75th anniversary. The Good 
Shepherd stained glass window is 
the altar window. There is a new 
electric organ, a baptismal font, 
new pews, walks of concrete out- 
side, the bell in its original belfry, 
a house for the vicar, and a com- 
munity hall, complete with fire- 
place, lights, kitchen, and place for 
entertainment. When Mrs. Scha- 
berg gave her gift of money, church 
workers completed the buildi 
Among these workers were Harri- 
son Klages, David Horn, Fred Pat- 
tison and A. J. Pattison. Now, 
there is a vested choir in the offing. 
Mrs. James Conway is at the organ, 
The long days of removal to Fifth 
Avenue and of keeping the spirit 
high in the midst of discourage- 
ment belong to the Rev. Schuyler 
Pratt of St. Peter’s, Redwood City, 
The services now are in charge of 
Noble L. Owings, a student at the 
Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific, Berkeley. |

Mill Valley Celebrates F iftieth 


Anniversary 
By Ava St. JOHNSON 


The Church of Our Saviour, 
Mill Valley, celebrated the fiftieth 
anniversary of its consecration by 
Bishop Nichols with an appropri- 
ate service of thanksgiving on Sep- 
tember 11. That this church was 
consecrated at its first service is 
unusual in church history. This 
was due to the generosity and good 
churchmanship of Mrs. F. W. Reed 
(afterwards Mrs. Henry Camp- 
bell), who built the beautiful little 
church as a memorial to her hus- 
band, a priest of the Episcopal 
Church. The church, an exception- 
ally attractive one, was designed by 
California’s celebrated architect, 
Willis Polk, and built chiefly of the 
redwoods among which Mill Val- 
ley is situated. In charge of the 
new mission, which became a par- 
ish in 1903, was the Reverend 
Henry Howitt of beloved memory, 
who for thirty-five years served the 
parish zealously and was during his 
long rectorate an outstanding per- 
sonality. Not a Sunday passed dur- 
ing the fifty years without its 
church observance, though it is a 
matter of record that one rainy 
Sunday the congregation consisted 
solely of one old lady for whom 
Mr. Howitt, with his customary 
conscientiousness, not only read 
morning prayer, but preached a 
sermon. | 

Shortly before its fortieth anni- 
versary, the Rev. Albert V. Muray 


was called to the Church of Our 
Saviour, and for over eight years 


served most faithfully, supported 


in all respects by Mrs. Muray, 
whose fine and unselfish work with 
the choir and organ will never be 
forgotten. Her musical ability was 
at its best with the memorial elec- 
tric organ, given in 1938 in mem- 
ory of its first rector and of Mr. 
William MacCann, his faithful 
friend and vestryman for many 
years, who both died in the same 
week. 
In 1940, Mr. Muray was called 
to the service of his country as 
army chaplain, expecting to take 
only a year’s leave of absence. War 
conditions made it imperative that 
he remain in the service and his 
resignation was accepted. For 
about a year and a half following 
Mr. Muray’s leaving Mill Valley, 
the Reverend Eric W. Jackson most 
acceptably served the parish as its 
rector, and for the first time in 
almost fifty years the church knew 
the pleasure of having young chil- 
dren in the rectory. But again the 
Church of Our Saviour was to sur- 
render its rector to the call of his 
country. Mr. Jackson deemed it 
his duty to volunteer as “chaplain 
to the tanker fleet” and is now ac- 
tively engaged in that most danger- 
ous service. The prayers and good 
wishes of the entire parish go with 
Mr. Muray and Mr. Jackson in 
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their work. Not many churches 
have had the distinction of giving 
two rectors to their country’s ser- 
vice. 

Though the Mill Valley church 
started so blithely with no encum- 
brances, it did not remain in that 
happy condition, as the passing 
years brought the need for a guild- 
hall and also for the remodeling of 
the bachelor quarters of the first 
rector into a family domicile. A 
sizable mortgage was incurred. 
Unfortunately it diminished with 

inful slowness. With the cele- 

tion of its fortieth anniversary, 
the Women’s. Service League of 
the church decided that its jubilee 
must see their church free from 
debt. How those women worked! 
A spirit of real Christian fellow- 
ship permeated their efforts for the 
parish, while their gifts to the Dio- 
cese and the U.T.O. grew steadily. 
Their efforts, combined with a 
“Mortgage Bond Campaign” 
started a little over a year ago, were 
successful. Despite all of the de- 
mands of the war, on both funds 
and personnel, the jubilee of the 
church saw the last payment made 
on the too long outstanding mort- 


The evening of the anniversary 
saw the guildhall filled with a joy- 
ous group of over a hundred 
people, finally spreading into the 
rectory, to partake of a most boun- 
tiful turkey dinner. Through the 
generosity of a friend from another 
church, who grows prize dahlias, 
_ the room was most lavishly and 
beautifully decorated. For the first 
time in its long history, Mill Valley 
had the honor of entertaining two 
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bishops—Bishop Parsons spoke on 
the past, while Bishop Block dwelt 
on the future. A group of sailors 
from Treasure Island; the guests 
of Senior Warden Lieutenant Com- 
mander Roy Ibach, provided good 
music. Finally, as the high spot of 
the evening, the mortgage was cere- 
moniously burned to the singing of 
“Praise God from whom all bless- 
ings flow” and the benediction of 
the Bishop. 

The following Sunday a service 
of thanksgiving was held in the 
church and for the first time the 
newly organized children’s choir, 
under the able direction of Mrs. 
Ferdinand Baubel, augmented the 
adult choir, so that over twenty 
voices made a very joyful noise 
unto the Lord. Fortunately, the 
Rev. Albert V. Murdy was able to 
be present to preach the sermon and 
greet his many friends. The pro- 
cessional hymn at this service was 
a Jubilee Hymn, written by Mr. S. 
Gundelfinger, a faithful vestryman, 
for this occasion. The music was 
composed by his son, Richard, a 
student at the University of Cali- 
fornia. Not every parish has an 
original jubilee hymn. 

When the Church of Our 
Saviour held its first service fifty 
years ago, Mill Valley was known 
only as “the village.” Now it is a 
city, and in the very heart of the 
war effort, with “Marinship” at its 
threshold. The Church starts its 
second fifty years with an infinity 
of new problems to be met and the 
need for the fullest cooperation of 
every member of the parish. May 
God bless it as He has — in the 
past.

Pacific Told in Stained Glass 


An interesting series of win- 
dows was completed and dedicated 
recently in the Chapel of the 
Pacific of St. Paul’s Church, Oak- 
land, telling in colored glass the 
story of the beginnings and spread 
of Christianity around the Pacific 
Ocean. In the sanctuary the win- 
dows illustrate the first service 
held in the English language on 
Drake’s Bay in 1579 and the visit 


_ of Father Junipero Serra to the 


San Francisco Mission shortly 
after 1776. Bishop Kip’s mission- 
ary tours of California are repre- 
sented symbolically in another 
window, next to which is por- 


trayed the Church’s work in 


- Alaska with an impressive likeness 


of Bishop Rowe. In the Hawaiian 
window are shown King Kameha- 
meha IV and Queen Emma, who 


appealed to Queen Victoria and — 


the Archbishop of Canterbury for 
missionaries to be sent from the 
Church of England. The Bataan 
window, with its reproduction in 
color of an Army Signal Corps 


photograph of an American officer 


giving’ water to a dying Japanese 
soldier, is also a reminder that the 


Episcopal Church’s work in the 


Philippines began with the mini- 
strations of Army chaplains in 
1898. At the west end of the 
chapel is a small rose window, 
with jewel-like effects and pleas- 
ing color combinations in shades 
of ruby, blue, green and yellow. 
The Pacific series of windows 
are memorials to Edward Mercer 
Huie, Elizabeth Hernster Huie, 
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Theo Faulknor Dredge, Ambrose 
Morton Beebe, Bertha Louise von 
Holt Glade and Gertrude Mulford 
Collins, all former communicants 
of St. Paul’s and residents of Oak- 
land and Piedmont. Behind. the 
altar stands a dossal of Chinese 
brocade, the gift of Mrs. Frank 
M. Avery. 


In the narthex of the chapel are 
two brilliantly colored crosses in 
lucent mosaic, memorials to the 
Dowe family and Mary Elizabeth 
Kelley. All of the glasswork was 
designed and made in the Cum- 
mings Studios, San Francisco. 


Near the inner entrance to the 
chapel a beautifully illuminated 
scroll, the handwork of a local 
artist, Miss Louise Hayes, con- 
veys a message of comfort and 
confidence to all worshippers and 
visitors : “In nothing be anxious,” 
it reads, “but in everything by 
prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving let your requests be 
made known unto God; and the 
peace of God, which passeth all 
understanding, shall guard your 
hearts and your thoughts in Christ 
Jesus.” 

A Book of Remembrance lies 
open on a table to receive names 
of any on active service for whom 
prayer is offered. A literature rack 
contains an assortment of prayer 
cards and leaflets, “Forward—Day 
by Day” booklets, other aids to 
devotion, and pamphlets on pre- 
paring ourselves for a just and 
lasting peace. 

The chapel is kept open daily, 
with the sanctuary illuminated 


from 7:45 a. m. to sunset. On 


week - days, a brief ten- minute 
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held at 2 p. m., the prayers being 
read sometimes by the clergy and 
sometimes by selected lay commu- 
nicants. Names of nearly one hun- 
dred men and women on St. Paul’s
